It is a shame that Didsbury has planned so little to commemo¬ 
rate the celebration of the 50th anniversary of Victory in Europe 
Day, 

On may 8. 1945. Canadians were revered in many countries 
for their efforts in liberating Europeans from the ty ranny of the 
Nazis Television and other media coverage of the celebrations 
in the Netherlands gives everyone a good idea of just how 
important the Canadian efforts were The Canadians arc heroes 
in Europe for their sacrifices to help free countries to which they 
were not tied 

The Dutch people have spared no expense to give Canadians

Many Didsbunans alive today were part of the push to send 
the Germans back to their own country Many Didsbunans 
remain at rest where they fell, where their graves are lovingly 
attended to by grateful Europeans But here, at home, we do little 
to mark the sacrifice of our grandfathers 

It is the generation that came after who should be involved in 
the commemoration It is our generations who should be throw¬ 
ing flowers and shouting and clapping our thanks as they are in 
Europe Without our grandfathers' efforts, who knows what the 
world order would be today Without their remembrances and 
stories, we might forget just how brutal war is and how far we 
need to go to protect the lives of the people who arc affected by

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Discipline a matter ot limits The golden apple 


Dear Editor: 

In regards to the editorial of May 
2, 1995,1 too agree with the acquit¬ 
tal of the man accused of abusing 
his child by spanking I low a parent 
disciplines his child is entirely his 
own business (within reason, of 
course). 

However, this is where my agree¬ 
ment with your opinion ends Your 
editorial states that spanking is the 
only way to "get the message 
through" to a child that repeatedly 
ignores a command (i.e. to stay away 
from the street) If your child "can¬ 
not think abstractly for the first sev¬ 
eral (3? 5? 7?) years of life", your 
child should not be left in a position 
where (s)he can play in the street! It 


is a parent's job to protect and guide 
their children until they can grasp 
these concepts themselves Parents 
need to play with their children, not 
send them outside alone to play, or 
let them run ahead if they are too 
young to handle this responsibility 
Many people have used the ar¬ 
gument "I was spanked and I turned 
out just fine." In fact I tew supported 
this view, that is until 1 had my own 
child Spanking a small child tells 
that child that while they cannot hit 
another person (or throw toys, or 
play in the street), it is acceptable 
for a big person to hit a smaller 
person True, some children will 
disobey and spanking begins to look 
more and more attractive But lim¬ 


its can be set in more "humane" 
ways than physical ones. Remove 
your child from the situation or re¬ 
move privileges. A good wallop 
may solve the problem at the time 
and relieve some of your frustra¬ 
tion, but you are not helping your 
child learn right from wrong 
Disciplining your child dews not 
need to be a dressing down, it needs 
to teach them in a firm and loving 
manner that there are some 
behaviors you can accept and some 
that you cannot.

We are very concerned about the 
new gun laws being forced through 
Parliament They will give the gov¬ 
ernment the freedom to add to this 
totalitarian legislation by Order-in- 
Council without limit and, if a gun 
owner doesn't subscribe to, and read, 
the Canada Gazette, he will not 
know what the latest offences are 
and could end up in prison, or heav¬ 
ily fined, although he has done no 
harm. 

This legislation will turn Canada 
into a police state, giving the police 
the authority to ransack anybody's 
home on the slightest pretext re¬ 
lated to the gun laws f urthermore, 
if the occupants object or don't co¬ 
operate with this outrageous viola¬ 
tion of their basic rights, they can be 
charged and convicted as if they 
had committed a serious criminal 
offence And the government will 
confiscate without compensation 
certain firearms when the owner 
dies This is a nightmare coming 
true and, if we don't stop it, will 
make a mockery of our brave "O 
Canada, our true north strong and 
free, we stand on guard for thee " As 
we all know, wherever there's a 


police state, police are hired who 
are willing, if not eager, to exercise 
their authority and we can be sure 
that Canada will be no exception. 

Ironically, the whole exercise 
will be extremely costly and will do 
nothing to reduce crime. In fact, it 
will have the opposite effect. We 
hear much about the crime situation 
in the U S A., but on a per capita 
basis, they have less than we do, and 
in areas where law-abiding citizens 
arc trained and allowed to defend 
themselves, the crime rate is greatly 
reduced. An example can be given 
in the well researched case of a 
Florida city where crimes against 
women were rampant A large group 
of women took a course in gun 
handling from the police and this 
fact was well publicized The result 
was a very marked decrease in crime 
and the women didn't have to use 
their guns - their capability was a 
great deterrent Conversely, the vir¬ 
tual disarming of law-abiding Ca¬ 
nadians, which is now being done, 
invites criminal activity against 
them We don't need more laws Wc 
need better enforcement of the ones 
we've got and an end to going soft 
on criminals and turning them loose 


to repeat their vicious crimes 

The only reason we can sec for 
this firearms legislation is that it fits 
in with The Emergency Planning 
Order, a totalitarian document 
passed by the Trudeau government 
by Order-in-Council in June, 1981, 
doubtlessly to accommodate the 
wishes of the New World Order 
planners even then 

Under Section 92 of the BNA 
Act, which is still the overriding law 
of this land, we find that property 
rights belong to the provinces The 
federal government has long over¬ 
stepped its authority in several ar¬ 
eas of provincial jurisdiction and 
this is another extremely serious 
breach of our Constitution involv¬ 
ing an outright violation of our ba¬ 
sic rights and freedoms w hich have 
been defended at such great cost by 
our young men during two world 
wars 

And now' we are asking you, as 
the Justice Minister of Alberta, to 
defend the Constitutional rights of 
Alberta and Albertans and we trust 
that you will

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Competition in who’s name? 


At the Legislature

The producer of the cheapest 
power in Alberta has been forbid¬ 
den to sell it to you, so as to avoid 
distorting the market The reason 
for the market is to make sure you 
pay the lowest prices. 

Welcome to the Alberta Legis¬ 
lature, where Energy Minister Pat 


Black has introduced legislation that 
would prohibit Edmonton Power, 
or any other publicly owned utility, 
from competing for new business in 
Alberta, all in the name of freeing 
up competition 

"When you intrude with govern¬ 
ment into the marketplace," Black 
told reporters, "you distort that com¬ 
petitive framework" 

That's the essence of Bill 34, the 
Electric Utilities Act There's a lot 
of good news in Bill 34. Almost 
everyone is pleased that it gets nd of 
EEMA, the old provincial system 
set up by the Lougheed conserva¬ 
tives and requires open competition 
among power producers like Al¬ 
berta Power and TransAlta Utili¬ 
ties 

But publicly owned producers in 
Edmonton and Medicine Hat need 
not apply. According to Liberal 
leader Grant Mitchell, that means 
less competition 

"They’re putting ideology ahead 
of cost practicality, because when 


you take Edmonton and Medicine 
I lat out of the picture, you reduce 
competition, and people will end up 
paying more for power across this 
province." 

Could publicly-owned utilities 
do something to make themselves 
acceptable? The day after Bill 34 
was introduced, Edmonton sent a 
letter to the Energy Minister, agree¬ 
ing to a series of concessions de¬ 
signed to "level the playing field." 
Among other things, the company 
agreed to voluntarily pay the taxes 
charged to private producers Would 
that be enough? 

"No, it would not." 

Black won't say what would be 
enough In fact, she told reporters 
she can't imagine what those com¬ 
panies could do to get in, as long as 
they're publicly-owned 

Ironically, part of the equation 
here is that Edmonton Power is con¬ 
sidering following it's sister com¬ 
pany, Ed Tel, into privatization. 
With it's control over huge coal 


reserves, and with the Genesee plant 
(courtesy of Edmonton taxpayers), 
the company is a juicy plum for any 
private company that might like to 
expand it's business in Alberta 

If, somehow, Edmonton Power 
is suddenly denied access to any 
new markets, it's value would al¬ 
most certainly drop like a rock Now 
those taxpayers are facing a huge 
loss unless they can sell it to a 
private company that faces no such 
restrictions. The new owner gets 
those assets at well below their real 
value, at the expense of taxpayers 
and gets rid of a competitor who 
produced the cheapest power in Al¬ 
berta. 

The legislation followed 23 
months of discussions among the 
stakeholders and a draft copy of Bill 
34 from one month ago included a 
clause that called for fair and open 
competition. But when the bill was 
introduced, that clause was gone, 
replaced by a clause that specifi¬ 
cally excludes Edmonton and Medi¬ 


cine Hat from competing. 

According to Minister Black, 
Edmonton Power was the only player 
that couldn't agree Grant Mitchell 
has a different version, which says 
all sides had reached a deal reflected 
in that earlier draft, "and we're pur¬ 
suing the question of who had the 
influence to make the Minister 
change her mind after 23 months of 
consultation and agreement on the 
earlier draft. Somebody had to have 
the influence and we're looking at 
the question of who that might be " 

You can also expect them to ques¬ 
tion what it means for Alberta Treas¬ 
ury Branches, or the Swan Hills 
waste treatment plant, which must 
both be distorting their respective 
markets 

Either the Klein government un¬ 
loads ATB sometime in the next ten 
minutes or so (which Klein explic¬ 
itly ruled out during the week), or 
Bill 34 isn't quite as ideologically 
pristine as Pat Black would have us 
believe.

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Snowbird’s break on services 
denied

A Didsbury Snowbird who spent 
the winter south of the border, will 
not get a break on his utility bill 
from the town of Didsbury 

F M Hawthorne had asked for a 
refund on his water, sewer and gar¬ 
bage bill after spending six months 
in Arizona over the winter While 
on his winter get-away, Hawthorne 
was told by other Didsbury resi¬ 
dents that they applied to have the 
charges stopped during the months 
they were away 

Town council recording secre¬ 
tary Fran Murphy told council it 
has been common practise over the 
past 10 years for the town to discon¬ 
tinue billing for Snowbirds who 
apply before they leave town Town 
employees then shut off their water 
service for free 

But because Hawthorne didn't 
apply until after his return from 
Arizona, council decided against

reversing the charges. It also lead to 
a discussion about whether anyone 
should not have to pay for sewer 
and water service while they are 
away 

“I have a problem with (not 
charging residents while they are 
away) because the town has a gar¬ 
bage contract based on a per capita 
cost and the town has to pay whether 
there is pick up or not,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Dan Peters “We also have a 
huge cost for the sewage lagoon 
which we all have to pay for regard¬ 


less of whether or not one person is 
using it That's like saying I prob¬ 
ably shouldn’t pay as much of a 
mortgage as you do because I’m 
not home as much.”

On Saturday, May 13, 1995, 
Heritage Mushrooms will be hav¬ 
ing their Sixth Annual Gardener 
Appreciation day 1 lentage will be 
giving away spent mushroom com¬ 
post. Four loaders will be present to 
load trucks up to one ton. People 
can also bring their own bags, boxes, 
etc., and load themselves. There is 
no charge for the compost or for 
loading it. 

Over the last five years. Gar¬ 
dener Appreciation Day has grown 
to the point where it seems to be an 
event in this part of the country. As 
the word spreads each year, more 
people are coming from farther away 


to pick up compost. 

Using mushroom compost will 
make lawns, shrubs, gardens and 
trees flourish even in the worst of 
soils. It adds vital nutrients and or¬ 
ganic matter plants need for healthy 
and long lasting growth Peat moss 
makes up a small part of the com¬ 
post, further enhancing its soil con¬ 
ditioning properties. 

This highly organic compost is 
the fertile medium used to grow 
commercial mushrooms. Because 
the growing needs of mushrooms 
and green plants are different, very 
little of the nutrients in the compost 


that green plants utilize are used up 
in the mushroom growing process 

Spent mushrexun compost is a 
very good soil supplement but it is 
not advised to use it as a soil re¬ 
placement. 

Heritage Mushrooms is located 
on Highway #2, between Airdrie 
and Crossfield. We are straight east 
of the Dickson-Stevenson Rest Stop. 
Go six miles north of Airdrie to the 
Crossfield/Drumheller exit. Take 
the Drumheller exit east one quarter 
mile to the service road Turn right 
on the service road and follow it 
back south to Heritage Mushrooms.

For many people, the idea of a tradi¬ 
tional flower garden conjures up 
images of English estates, complete 
with full-time gardeners. 

Busy homeowners, wanting to keep 
things simple, tend to stick to the 
basics: petunias or marigolds in sunny 
spots, impatiens in the shade. 

While there's nothing wrong with 
these standard annuals, there are liter¬ 
ally hundreds of others available as 
transplants at any garden center. Many 
are the traditional favorites your grand¬ 
mother might have grown. They’re just 
as easy to plant and they offer much 
more in terms of beauty and fragrance 
as well as cut flowers for the house. 

You can start anytime after the 
weather settles down, hut starting later 
in the season can actually be a plus. 
You’ll find large transplants at the gar¬ 
den center already in bloom. 

Building the border: Choose a spot 
that gets full sun, preferably facing 
south. If you’re planting against a 
foundation or garden wall, put tail- 
growers at the rear, and graduate 
downwards to the front, finishing with 
low-growing edging plants. In a bed or 
border that will be viewed from both 
sides, put tall plants in the center. 

Traditional favorites: Tall-growing 
plants to consider are Hollyhocks, 
Foxglove and common or Mexican 
Sunflowers. Medium-sized plants for 
the middle ground include Calendula, 
Cosmos, Dahlias, Forget-Me-Nots, 
Snapdragons, Stock and Zinnias. For 
the forward edges of the border, tried- 
and-true varieties include Allyssum, 
Ageratum, Lobelia and Verbena.

Horticulture s value averages over $3,300 per acre 


Special to the Review 

A component of Alberta's agri¬ 
cultural industry that is often over¬ 
looked can no longer be underval¬ 
ued, according to the Council of 
Alberta Horticulture Industries 
(CAHI) president 

"Our survey shows just over 
48,000 acres in horticultural pro¬ 
duction generates $ 163 million in 
sales, or an average of $3,373 per 
acre. That figure is substantially 
higher than that of traditional field 
crops," said Henry Heuver 

For example, dryland grown hard 
spring wheat has a gross sales per 
acre of $120, as an lmgatcd crop 
the value almost doubles to $225 


per acre In comparison, the gross 
sales per acre of seed potatoes aver¬ 
ages $2,350, strawberries $4,950, 
green onions $ 11,200, field grown 
flowers $20,320 and greenhouse 
poinsettias $217,000 

Only .23 percent of Alberta's 
total land in crop pnxiuction is de¬ 
voted to horticulture However, 
horticultural crops represent 11 per¬ 
cent of total crop value. 

Heuver's numbers are from the 
Alberta I lorticultural Industry Sur¬ 
vey officially recently released in 
Edmonton The survey was com¬ 
missioned by CAHI 

CAHI was formed two years ago 
as an umbrella advocacy associa¬ 
tion for the horticultural sector Its 


members include 10 different horti¬ 
cultural related organizations 

"Our sector has been overlooked 
because of its small size, but its 
importance in the overall agricul¬ 
ture industry and rural development 
must be recognized," said 1 leuver 

Horticulture is highly labor in¬ 
tensive. The survey found the pro¬ 
vincial horticultural sector employs 
an average of one person per 16 
acres Nearly a quarter of gross sales 
represent wages As well, high tech¬ 
nical and management skills are 
required 

"Combined with the substantial 
room for expansion to serve the 
provincial market, this means job 
opportunities and economic 


growth," said Heuver "Every addi¬ 
tional quarter of land diversifying 
into horticulture offers the equiva¬ 
lent of 10 direct jobs and 19 spin¬ 
offs ones. Additionally, every dol¬ 
lar of production represents saving 
on imports." 

Heuver also noted the partner¬ 
ship attituide between the industry 
and government, in particular the 
formation of the horticultural prod¬ 
uct team The team has both indus¬ 
try and government members and 
Heuver described it "as a way in 
which producers can contribute to 
the development of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment policies and services and to a 
joint vision of the future ” 


Alberta Agriculture Minister 
Walter Paszkowski said Alberta 
needs to be in the forefront of diver¬ 
sification. "These high-value crops 
are an excellent way for Alberta to 
diversify its agricultural base After 
all agriculture is our future and not 
just our past, but that does not mean 
we will continue production in the 
same way.
